

District defers funding decision 
on superfast broadband roll-out 


SOUTH Somerset District Council 
(SSDC) has deferred a decision on 
whether or not it should spend £640,000 
on a superfast broadband programme. 

Councillors on the District Executive requested 
more information on the scheme when they met on 
June 4th, and a special meeting of the committee

will be called to make a final decision. 

The District Executive met to review the in-prin- 
ciple commitment, made in June last year, to com¬ 
mit £640,000 to the Connecting Devon and 


Somerset (CDS) Superfast (broadband) Extension 
Programme (SEP). The programme takes advan¬ 
tage of various UK and European funding streams, 
and involves a number of organisations and agen¬ 
cies, including the government-funded Broadband 
Delivery UK (BDUK). 

A report said: “In the past three years, much of 
South Somerset has benefitted from the roll-out of 
superfast broadband. 
By the end of 2015, 90 
per cent of premises in 
South Somerset will be 
able to gain access to 
superfast broadband as 
a result of the initial Su¬ 
perfast Broadband pro¬ 
gramme. 

“CDS, the pro¬ 
gramme organisers, 
now aim to increase the 
availability of superfast 
broadband to 95 per 
cent of South Somerset 
premises under the Su¬ 
perfast Extension Pro¬ 
gramme.” 

But potential prob¬ 
lems have now materi¬ 
alised with councillors 
expressing concerns 
over broadband con¬ 
nections for local busi¬ 


nesses. 

The report from last week’s meeting explained: 
“Members had expressed concern that business 
premises were not specifically being targeted for 
connection under the SEP, but it remains the case 
that although businesses will be included in the 
programme, the target will include residential 
premises. 

“SSDC have asked for the postcode breakdown 
of premises expected to be connected through the 
SEP. We have been told this is not possible to share 
if we were supplied, because of commercial con¬ 
fidentialities. 

“We noted that several complaints from small 
businesses have been generated, not because of the 
unavailability of local superfast broadband, but be¬ 
cause of the cost of that final connection between 
premises and the junction box. 

“In many cases it is the cost of the final connec¬ 
tion to the premises (that the customer must bear) 
that is the inhibiting factor.” 

District Executive members were also informed 
that “it is not possible to get competitive like-for- 
like quotes in the prevailing circumstances”. 

A SSDC spokesperson said: “The decision was 
deferred until more information relating to the bid 
is available to members. “We expect this informa¬ 
tion to be available in the coming weeks and a spe¬ 
cial District Executive will be called to discuss the 
report again.”

SIDMOUTH 


EDA’s bid to suspend 
district council HQ 
move is quashed 


EAST Devon District Council will press ahead 
with the sale of its headquarters in Sidmouth, 
after a bid to stall the controversial relocation 
project was dramatically shut down. 

A last-ditch attempt by opposition councillors 
to suspend the sale of Knowle failed to win mem¬ 
bers' support at a crucial meeting last week, fol¬ 
lowing a series of angry exchanges. 

Arguments were heard for and against delaying 
the project but councillors voted overwhelmingly 
to continue as planned with the move. 

Councillors from the independent East Devon 
Alliance group - the main opposition to the Con¬ 
servatives at EDDC - called for the sale of Knowle 
to be put on hold for six months so further con¬ 
sideration could be given to the move. 

But the proposal was later voted down, clearing 
the path for the project to continue as planned. 
EDDC is now poised to switch to new offices in 
Honiton and Exmouth, with work scheduled to 
begin next August. 


From the editor’s chair 
Money is God in ‘beautiful game 



I WORKED in football publishing in the dim and 
distant past and met many of my boyhood heroes. 

And whilst I loved rubbing shoulders with some 
of the game’s top players, doing business with 
professional football clubs was not a pleasurable 
experience. Quite the opposite, in fact. 

I soon came to realised that football stopped 
being “a beautiful game” many years ago. Money 
was - and is - the God and the least important 
people in the game are the supporters. 

No one connected with the game at grass roots 
level were a bit surprised when FIFA imploded 
with the news that several top officials had been 
arrested by the FBI after a wide-ranging investi¬ 
gation into corruption at the very top. 

The sums involved are obscene - but much 
about the way the sport we love is administered 
is obscene. 

One wonders how badly behaved a player has to 
be before he gets banned for life. If eating an op¬ 
ponent didn’t bring a lifetime ban, what will? 

Whilst headlines about the obnoxious head of 


FIFA Sepp Blater were breaking all over the world, 
down at the new Chard Road football ground in 
Axminster chairman Ray Self and his team were 
putting the finishing touches to their new ground 
in readiness for next season. 

This is where the true game is at its best. In 
Crewkerne, they’ve worked their socks off for 
new facilities in recent times and in Ilminster the 
same it about to happen. 

Football lives in its truest fashion at local level 
where securing funding of relatively small sums 
to allow young people to play in a secure and en¬ 
joyable environment is often an exercise akin to 
hari-kari. 

Axminster got their ground by doing an astute 
bit of business with a property developer, al¬ 
though it was a lot more complicated and stressful 
than anticipated. A fraction of the bungs and 
bribes dished out to and by the so-called leaders 
of our game could make such a difference. 

But who wants their tainted millions?

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THE legal agreement paving the way for a holiday 
and leisure complex at Seaton Heights has been 
finalised and signed. 

Planning permission, subject to a legal agree¬ 
ment, was given for the long-awaited develop¬ 
ment of the derelict Seaton Heights Hotel site in 
October last year. 

Not much has been said since, but the company 
behind the project, Lyme Bay Leisure, says all the 
paperwork is now complete. 

In an exclusive statement to Pulman's View on 
June 3rd, the company revealed it expects to go 
on site in September and that the first phase 
should open in a year's time. 

The complex will comprise a two-storey 12- 
bedroom hotel, 38 holiday accommodation units, 
a central amenities building to house a restaurant 
and leisure club, plus parking and access.

QUESTION marks remain over the future of Ot- 


tery St Mary's hospital beds and minor injuries 
unit after a decision was put on hold for another 
month. 

Health bosses at the NEW Devon clinical com¬ 
missioning group (CCG) will not reach a verdict 
until July 16th. 

The delay comes in the same week that the chief 
executive of the NHS Simon Stephens announced 
new measures to help Devon's stretched health 
services cope with financial pressure. 

Campaigners in Ottery have responded with 
cautious optimism and still believe that both the 
beds and minor injuries unit can be saved. 

The CCG was poised to reach its final decision 
last Wednesday (June 3rd) but instead issued a 
statement confirming it would hold off for an¬ 
other six weeks. 

A decision will now be made at the CCG's next 
governing body meeting on Thursday, July 16th. 

Councillor Claire Wright, one of Ottery's repre¬ 
sentatives on the stakeholder group, urged 
members of the public to attend the meeting. 

She said: “It is vital that there is a big public at¬ 
tendance at this meeting. It is essential that the 
light of public scrutiny remains on this issue."

Police launch summer campaign 
to warn of drink and drug driving 


POLICE have launched their annual summer cam¬ 
paign about the dangers and consequences of drink 
and drug driving. 

Operation Tonic, the police’s month-long force¬ 
wide annual summer campaign to make the roads 
safer for all, has begun - and as officers did over 
Christmas and the New Year, they will be will be 
naming publicly every motorist who is charged with 
a drink or drug driving offence. 

For the first time traffic officers will be using “dru- 
galyser” devices at the roadside to test drivers for sus¬ 
pected drugs, including cannabis and cocaine, using 
new laws that came in earlier this year. 

Drug drivers could face an unlimited fine, up to six 
months in prison, a minimum one-year driving ban 
and a criminal record. Your driving licence will also 
show you’ve been convicted for drug driving. This 
will last for 11 years.

Road Safety Superintendent Richard Corrigan said: 
“We are determined to do whatever we can to stop 
people driving while under the influence of drink or 
drugs. If just one collision or death is prevented, then 
our campaign will be a success. 

“For the first time in our Christmas 2014 campaign 
we decided to name those charged. The results 
showed that this measure acted as a clear deterrent to 
people taking a chance on driving while under the in¬ 
fluence. 

“This summer we also have extra powers and the 
tools to check for illegal drugs at the roadside. The 
message is clearer than ever - there is no excuse and 
we will arrest any drivers who are suspected to be 
driving while under the influence of drink or drugs.” 

Police and Crime Commissioner Sue Mountstevens 
added: “Over the summer, many of us will be having 
fun, hosting gatherings and socialising with family 
and friends. Driving under the influence of drink or 
drugs is not only a crime, it is socially and morally 


unacceptable and can have devastating consequences. 

“The police are committed to keeping the roads of 
Avon and Somerset safe for all that use them. I be¬ 
lieve the majority of law-abiding people support the 
police in doing all we can to bring offenders to jus¬ 
tice, keeping the roads safe not only this summer, but 
all year round.”

Can you see to drive? 

National Glaucoma Awareness Week, 8-14 June 2015 


This year's National Glaucoma Awareness 
Week will take place on the 8-14 June 2015. 
The focus will be on driving and 
encouraging people to have regular eye 
health checks to ensure that they are safe 
to drive. It is only with regular eye health 
checks through a local optometrist 
(optician), that people will know if their 
driving vision is affected. This is particularly 
important with glaucoma, as it has no 
symptoms in the early stages. But, with 
early detection and continued treatment 
people will often retain useful sight for life 
and be safe to drive for many years. 

Driving and our ability and safety to do so, 
is something that many people take for 
granted. Yet, how many people have a 
regular eye health check to ensure that 
their vision is accurate? Even if a person can 
see a number plate at 20 metres, how many 
have been tested for glaucoma which 
affects vision? 

There is an estimated 600,000 people with 
glaucoma in the UK, but 300,000 are 
undiagnosed. As there are no early 
symptoms it is vital that people over the age 
of 40 have regular eye health checks every 
one or two years. Advanced glaucoma leads 
to serious loss of sight. 

Comments Russell Young, CEO of the 
International Glaucoma Association “the 
majority of us wouldn’t take our cars on the 
road without an annual service and MOT 
yet, we are happy to put ourselves behind 
the wheel without knowing if we can see 
safely to drive. A visit to the optometrist will 
quickly check our safety and detect if there 
is any risk of glaucoma. Glaucoma is a 


complex condition, in that the brain fills in 
what the eyes cannot see. Many people will 
insist their vision is perfectly normal even 
when there is significant loss of vision”. 

‘ ‘Around 10 per cent of the calls we receive 
to our helpline are from people worried 
about whether their glaucoma is going to 
affect their ability to drive. Yet the majority 
of those that report to the DVLA will not 
need further tests, and of those that do 
most will be found safe to drive”, Young 
continues. 

Glaucoma causes misty, patchy or blurred 
vision in places. It can cause people to miss 
the unexpected such as a person crossing 
the road, a cyclist passing, or a vehicle 
merging into traffic. The only way to know 
for sure about your vision and your safety 
on the roads is to have regular eye health 
checks every one to two years, particularly 
if you are over the age of 40. 

“It is important people know if they do 
have glaucoma that has caused damage to 
vision in both eyes, they are required by law 
to report their condition to the DVLA. If they 
fail to do so they can face a criminal 
conviction, a fine up to £1000 and may be 
uninsured to drive. The good news about 
glaucoma is with ongoing treatment people 
can protect their vision and most people will 
retain useful sight for life”, Young concludes.

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Restorative justice scheme to be 
expanded thanks to funding boost

Local mum celebrates weight loss 


MORE victims of crime will have a chance to meet 
offenders and have their say thanks to a £153,000 in¬ 
vestment by Somerset’s Police and Crime Commis¬ 
sioner Sue Mountstevens. 

Restorative justice is a process which allows vic¬ 
tims and offenders to meet, talk about how an expe¬ 
rience affected each of them and agree how the 
wrong could be put right. It’s a process which can 
have a positive impact on all involved; 85 per cent 
victims leave feeling satisfied and offenders are 14 
per cent less likely to reoffend. 

The Police and Crime Commissioner’s investment 
is being used to make restorative justice more widely 
available to victims across Avon and Somerset. It 
will create a new service in the Bath, North-East and 
South Gloucestershire and build on existing services 
in Bristol, Somerset and North Somerset with avail¬ 
ability increasing by up to 75 per cent. 

Speaking about the new services, Mrs 
Mountstevens said: “Apriority of mine since day one 
has been to put victims at the heart of the criminal 
justice system. Restorative justice is vital to my ap¬ 
proach; it gives victims a greater voice and allows 
them to meet the person who harmed them and tell 
them how it made them feel. It also puts them in the 
control by allowing them to have a say in how 
amends are made - it could be writing a letter of 
apology, repairing damage or doing community 
work. 

“It can have a positive and powerful impact on vic¬ 
tims and offenders and I’m very pleased we’ll be 
making this more widely available to local commu¬ 
nities.” 

Restorative justice has a growing reputation for the 
positive impact it can have for victims. For example, 
last year in Bristol restorative justice had a 98 per 
cent satisfaction rate amongst victims with the team 
being nominated for both regional and national 
awards. It was also praised by a judge at a sentencing 


in Bristol last month who stated that the process had 
a place in the city and highlighted how through the 
process the victim had his questions answered and 
was able to forgive his offender. 

The expansion of restorative justice will be over¬ 
seen by restorative justice development manager 
Helen Rosenthal. 

Speaking about the new services, she said: 
“Restorative justice can empower victims and give 
them a more positive outlook on a bad experience. 
It’s not suitable in every circumstance and it’s only 
possible when all parties agree. 

“I’d encourage any victim who thinks it might be 
for them to speak to the person handling their case 
and they’ll be able to talk you through it.” 

As well as the new restorative justice services, the 
following specific new roles have also been created 
to help develop restorative justice: 

• A new facilitator has been appointed for one year 
to work with prisons across Avon and Somerset to 
expand the use of restorative justice after an offender 
has been sentenced. Previously focused on burglary 
and robbery offences, this will have a renewed focus 
on victims and be opened to victims of a wider vari¬ 
ety of crimes. 

• Restorative Justice Coordinators have been ap¬ 
pointed to work alongside the Lighthouse Victim and 
Witness Care teams. The coordinators will champion 
the use of restorative justice, liaising with the new 
providers and making sure it is carried out to a high 
standard. 

Funding to help expand restorative justice was an¬ 
nounced by the Ministry of Justice in November 
2013 and at that time PCC Sue Mountstevens wel¬ 
comed the move. The money being invested has 
come from funds provided by the Ministry of Justice 
and which has been recovered from offenders 
through the victim surcharge offenders can be or¬ 
dered to pay at court. 


FORTY is the new 30 according to local mum 
Samantha Toogood, who is celebrating having 
dropped from a size 18 to a size 10 and now feels 
10 years younger.

She said: "I couldn't believe how welcoming and 
friendly the group and consultant was. I was made 
to feel part of the family quickly and was reas¬ 
sured, seeing the successes in the group made me

chocolate too." 

Enjoying family 
favourite meals such as 
a roast dinner, 
spaghetti bolognese 
and learning how to 
cook and eat in an easy, 
budget-friendly way 
was what Samantha 
enjoyed about the sup¬ 
port in the group and 
the friends she made 
has seen her blossom 
socially. 

Five weeks later and a 
stone lighter, Samantha 
knew her personally 
chosen target of a three 
stone 91bs loss was 
more than achievable 
and eight months later 
she was thrilled to be a 
free lifetime member at 
target. 

"I feel amazing and 
wished I'd known about it 10 years ago," Saman¬ 
tha enthused.

Volunteers needed to tackle alien weeds 


VOLUNTEERS are sought by project leaders for a 
renewed assault on Himalayan balsam in Axe Valley. 

Axe Invasives non-native invasive plant project is 
funded by Natural England and is in its fourth year. 

Project co-ordinator Louise Woolley said: “We 
will be organising clearance sessions on weekdays 
and at the weekend and will be picking people up 
from Seaton, Colyford, Colyton and Axminster as 
well as organising other pick up stops if people do 
not have their own transport. 

“The project is also clearing Japanese knotweed 
and giant hogweed from the valley, so if there are 
sites that people know of can they please let us 
know. 

“The project is appealing to everyone, whether 
they are eight or 80, to find some time to tackle the 
ever increasing problem of the spread of Hi¬ 
malayan Balsam in Axe Valley and surrounding 
streams in June, July and August 2015. 

“The project takes people into the beautiful country¬ 
side of the valley where wildlife is still abundant and 
explores places not usually accessible to the public. 

“The work is not heavy and requires no tools, just 
gloves and wellies and is a fun way to maintain fit¬ 
ness and meet new people. 

“The days run from 10am to 3.30pm and can also 
be a fun way for students or those looking for work 
to get some volunteer experience for their CV 
whilst knowing that they are making a difference 


to their 
local en- 
viron- 
ment.” 

She also explained that the project has achieved an 
80 per cent improvement year on year and has nearly 
eliminated Himalayan balsam from many areas. 

But those involved need to ensure that the focus 
is maintained on clearing the upper reaches and 
need more manpower upstream to stop the plant re¬ 
colonising those areas cleared previously. 

Louise added: “The most effective way is pulling 
the plants up by hand which is easily done as they 
have very shallow roots and is necessary to get to 
those places that a mechanical cutter can’t reach.” 

The main issues with the colonisation of Hi¬ 
malayan balsam are that it causes: 

■ Our native plants to be out-competed and there¬ 
fore decreasing biodiversity, affecting ecosystems 
by creating an imbalance in wildlife and the habi¬ 
tats they depend on for breeding and food 

■ An increase in flooding due to siltation and 
gravel build up caused by bank erosion 

■ A reduction in suitable fish spawning grounds 

■ Loss of pasture, hay meadows and agricultural land.

Keeping our pets cool this summer 


• On a hot day, walk your dog in the early 
morning and late evenings if possible, either 
take water with you or walk where there is 
somewhere for the dog to paddle or swim. 
You can by dog coats specifically for keeping 
them cool too! 

• Cats notoriously love the heat, but make sure 
you check sheds and green houses for those 
sunbathing moggies because they can get 
locked in by accident. 

• Rabbits and guinea pigs need plenty of shade 
and water, keep them covered when they are 
out in their run and preferably in the shade 
with opportunity for a breeze. 

NEVER leave Dogs in cars, not even for short 

periods 

Dogs die every summer after being left in cars, 
even with the windows down. In minutes, the 
inside of the car can reach oven temperatures. 
Outside temperatures of 24 degrees centigrade 
can soon reach in excess of 39 degrees centi¬ 
grade inside a car. 

What to do if you see a dog in a car on a 

warm/hot day? 

• Call the police on 999 and the RSPCA on 
03001234999. If the car is in a shop car park 
or at a public event, alert organisers to call 
owners over the loudspeaker and advise them 
that the police have been called and are on 
their way. The overwhelming urge will be to

break into the car and release the dog. There 
is a risk of being charged with criminal dam¬ 
age if you do this, so tell the police/RSPCA 
what you intend to do and take videos/photos 
on your phone to show the distress. Take 
names and phone numbers of any witnesses. 

Signs of heatstroke and what to do 

• Heavy panting, profuse salivation, a rapid 
pulse, very red gums and or tongue, lethargy, 
lack of co-ordination, reluctance or inability to 
rise after collapsing, vomiting and diarrhoea. 

• Dogs with heatstroke need their body 
temperature lowering gradually to give them 
the best chance of survival. 

• Immediately douse the dog with cool (never 
cold) water if possible. 

• Move the dog into a shaded cool area and 
give small amounts of cool water to drink. 

• Go straight to your nearest veterinary practice 
and call ahead so that they are expecting you.

online (reference 1) or in writing by post. 

As of 8 June the paper counterpart, or an old- 
style paper driving licence cannot be relied upon 
to carry correct or-up-to-date information about en¬ 
dorsements or categories of vehicle someone can 
drive.

SOMERSET returned to winning 
ways in their T20 campaign with 
a comfortable win over Hamp¬ 
shire at a sun-kissed County 
ground on Friday. 

Once again the match, 
watched by a sell-out 6,500, 
was dominated by the extraor¬ 
dinary big-hitting talent of Chris 
Gayle. 

The Jamaican clubbed eight 
huge sixes on his way to an un¬ 
beaten 85 off just 49 balls as 
The Ciderman passed the vis- 
tors' below-par 167 for 3 with 
nine balls remaining. Not to be 
forgotten was an equally im¬ 
pressive 51 off 34 from Pete 
Trego in his benefit season. 

Afterwards Gayle said on the 
SCCC website: “It was a great 
win for us and to finish on top 
was fantastic, and to be among 
the runs again was even better. 
I just want to carry on from this 
game into next week's game 
with Surrey. 

"I will have a few days break 
now while the other guys play a 
four day game against Durham 


and have a few ciders and wait 
for them to come back. 

“For Somerset this was my 
second best innings. The first 
one (92 against Essex) was the 
best but this was the second 
best and hopefully there is one 
more left in the bag for me be¬ 
fore I go home." 

“Our bowlers did well to keep 
them down to 167 on this wicket 
which was fantastic. I thought 
about 180 was par with these 
boundaries but we chased it 
down as well." 

Talking about his time here 
Chris said: “They are a great 
bunch of lads in the dressing 
room and as you say I am de¬ 
lighted to be here. It's been a 
busy schedule for me here but I 
am enjoying it every minute of 
it." 

After scores of 92,151no and 
85no the popular West Indian 
now averages 328 in this sea¬ 
son's competition having 
smashed 29 sixes and 22 fours 
from only 170 balls faced. 

Kieswetter forced 
to call it o day 

THE match also saw Craig 
Kieswetter make an emotional 
appearance in the middle to say 
goodbye to the supporters after 
being forced to return from the 
game due to an eye injury. 

The 27-year-old wicket 
keeper who came into the side 
in 2006 when current llminster 
skipper Sam Spurway was in¬ 
jured, was struck in the face by 
a ball from Northamptonshire's 
left arm pace bowler David Wil¬ 
ley back in July 2014. 

Kieswetter returned for the 
last two matches of the season, 
making 69 on his return. 

However, during his time play¬ 
ing T20 cricket in South Africa 
during the winter he realised 
that he hadn't recovered suffi¬ 
ciently to enable him to regain 
his best form which has forced 
him to make his decision. 

He leaves behind an impres¬ 
sive record for both club and 
country with a Man-of-the- 
Match performance for England 
in the 2010 T20 World Cup final 
triumph against Australia in 
Barbados.

Maynard said on the club web¬ 
site: “This is sad news for all 
concerned. Craig is a very pop¬ 
ular member of the squad and 
has made a real impression on 
the Club during his years here. 

“He has been a major influ¬ 
ence both on and off the field 
and will be missed by players, 
coaches, staff and fans alike. 

“At his best Craig was one of, 
if not the most explosive 
'keeper-batsman' in the game. 
He is an extremely gifted crick¬ 
eter who could win a game on 
his own. 

“His record speaks for itself 
and the game will miss him. I 
would have loved to have 
worked with him this year but it 
just wasn't to be."The DOC 
added: “Whilst the loss of Craig 
is a major blow we must not for¬ 
get that we have two young and 
very talented ‘keepers' at the 
Club in Alex Barrow and James 
Regan, whilst Marcus Trescoth¬ 
ick is more than capable with 
the gloves as he has proved in 
this year's NatWest T20 Blast.''
